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THANKSGIVING DAY—November 27 


This year many Americans approach Thanksgiving Day 
with mixed emotions. All are deeply grateful for the end 
of the war, for the bountiful harvest, and the blessed 
privilege of being Americans. On the other hand, we are 
increasingly conscious of the great problems confronting 
the nations of earth and the imperative need of a solu- 
tion to our world problems, as we meditate with sincere 
gratitude for God’s guidance through these dark, cloudy 
days. 

Our Pilgrim Fathers, on the first Thanksgiving Day, 
were filled with mixed emotions. Their only crop of barley 
and Indian corn was very small, but most sincerely ap- 
preciated, “the peas not being worth gathering, for we 
fear they were too late sown.” Despite the meager harvest 
of 1621, Governor Bradford appointed “an especial day 
on which to give especial thanks for all their mercies.” 
There were many difficulties facing our stalwart Pilgrim 
Fathers, who fought so hard for their existence against 
the hostile Indians, the injuries, the pestilences, and very 
severe weather conditions. The Indians had killed many 
of them, and others died of diseases, until, for fear the 
Indians might know of their small number remaining, 
they hid the graves of their dead. Their prayers of thanks- 
giving preceded their intercessions and supplications for 
divine strength and wisdom. 


Our Pilgrim Fathers’ attitude toward life’s problems in 
those earlier days was most encouraging, but through the 
years, that profound respect. for God has given way more 
and more to paganism, until today we face shameful 
humiliation, for among the United Nations America is 
classified as a pagan nation. This hurts, but truth after 
all has a way of asserting itself, many times to our own 
humiliation and sorrow.

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New Lamps for Old? 


We remember the fanciful tale 
from “Arabian Nights” that thrilled 
us in childhood, about Aladdin’s won- 
derful lamp, its powers; and then the 
effort to exchange new and shiny, 
yet powerless lamps, for the old and 
effective one. To the unpracticed 
eye and uninformed mind, the new 
seemed better; only ~ understanding 
souls recognized or realized that the 
old had the power to produce results 
for the welfare of mankind. 

The story is a sort of perennial 
parable, for each generation is offered 
new lamps for the old and tested; and 
the temptation is to accept, unthink- 
ingly, the new and unproved, with sad 
results. The parable applies to the 
problems of today, especially to those 
of education. We sit in darkness be- 
cause the past generation traded old 
lamps for new, and we seem impotent 
to change the mad course of the 
world toward disaster and destruc- 
tion. They were offered attractive 
lamps, but because of them we find 
ourselves in our present darkness. 
Can those lamps now lead us out 
into the light? 

Our generation is almost illiterate 
in the knowledge of God’s Word and 
Truth; and without stretching the 
figure of speech, can be likened unto 
those that sit in darkness. A brief 
analysis of leading factors of current 
thought may help us to sense the con- 
fusion of mind in this generation. The 
young people of this day have the 
heritage created by two world wars 
within the past generation, and, 
therefore, they are cynical, restless, 
disillusioned, indifferent to spiritual 
and eternal verities and values. Why 
they are in darkness, they know not; 
nor do they know the way out. War 
may bring with it a quickening of 
national consciousness and patriot- 
ism; but it also brings an unconcern 
for standards, a demoralization of 
character, and a lowering of morals. 
War does more damage to the mind 
and soul of young people than it does 
to their body. We are now only’ be- 
ginning to reap the dragon’s teeth of

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the first war, and for a long time to 


come we shall face the wretched har- 
vest of the second. 


Evolution 


The evolutionary hypothesis has 
taken deep root in the thinking of 
this generation, which regards it as 
fact, and not theory. That hypothesis, 
propounded almost a century ago, is 
reaping the evil fruits of its own 
sowing, and has wrought havoc in the 
minds and morals of this generation. 
The theory of evolution was not new 
when Charles Darwin published his 
Origin of Species in 1859; but what 
formerly had been an idle philosophi- 
cal theory, later posed as an estab- 
lished scientific fact. The generations 
since Darwin have not produced 
proof of the transmutation of species; 
nevertheless, the theory appeared so 
plausible that it has been adopted by 
a great majority of people, thinking 
and unthinking. The implications of 
evolution are becoming increasingly 
apparent. If, after all, man is only 
an animal, though the highest of the 
animals, then his mental, moral, and 
social traits must be regarded as the 
product of evolution, and in no sense 
an endowment of his Creator. It is 
further alleged that not only is man 
as an individual the product of evolu- 
tion, but human groups and society 
as a whole must be products of the 
same. The concept of creationism is 
ruled out in any such system of 
thought, with the result that man is 
not responsible to God in time or at 
any future judgment; and further- 
more, he need have little regard for 
the rights of fellow inhabitants of the 
jungle, except as he may desire. Nei- 
ther he nor they have a soul, a con- 
science, or a hereafter, in the Biblical 
sense. The impact of such doctrine 
on the mentality and morality of this 


generation cannot be easily calcu- 
lated. The animal origin of man, the 
struggle for existence, the survival 
of the fittest, the absence of moral 
standards and of spiritual sanctions, 
and the contempt for religion as 
merely a development of superstition 
have made a generation that is rest- 
less, rootless, and godless. 

Evolution has no power to help and 
heal; it only corrupts soul and body. 
It promised light to free man from 
superstition; it led only to cynicism 
and savagery, and to deeper spiritual 
darkness than the world has known 
before. 


Autocracy 


Closely akin to the theory of or- 
ganic evolution, as applied to the po- 
litical experience of the human family, 
is the revival of human authoritari- 
anism, with its attendant decay of 
democracy. If the history of the 
human race is to be a struggle for 
existence, then the group under a 
ruthless despot can wage war more 
successfully than a disorganized sem- 
blance of democracy. One realizes 
very little, perhaps, to what extent 
organic evolution underlies the rise 
of Fascism in Italy and National So- 
cialism in Germany, along with a 
world-wide trend away from demo- 
cratic procedures to the dictatorship 
of the few, whether fascist or com- 
munist. Democracy is subject to con- 
stant and caustic criticism as being 
outmoded, slow, undependable, and 
insufficient for an age of dictatorship 
and the threat of atomic bomb. The 
world is reforging the fetters which 
our fathers broke centuries ago. To 
be free, it is alleged, we should have 
less liberty; to be secure we must 
have more regulation; to be ourselves 
we must have more regimentation. 
This generation has the remnants of 
democracy and the form thereof, but 
has quite forgotten the basic freedoms 
and their responsibilities. 


Collectivism is always profoundly 
and inexorably opposed to religion. 
Carefully weighed and chosen are the 
words of a competent observer: 

But for their realization that the human

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The "Tator” Family

Text: Eph. 5:1 (Syriac), “Be imi- 
tators of God as dear children . . 
and walk in love.” 

Well, it is certain if we walk in 
love, we shall be imitators of God. 
But we want to talk about the five 
“tators” in the “tator” family. 

Many years ago, in some places, 
folk never knew potatoes—it was 
“taters” to them. These were good, 
but some “tators” are not so good 
now. 

First, we notice the spectator. He 
is a beholder, just an onlooker—and 
this is a large family. It’s like the 
fellow who felt his importance when 
he got up to make a big speech. He 
said, ‘My father was a raiser of hogs, 
and there was a large family of us.” 
It’s amazing to know the people who 
can tell you exactly what So and So 
wore to church, the color, style, 
length, and kind of cloth; or suit, 
hat, and shoes; the way they had 
their hair done up; and so on. They 
certainly must have a remarkable 
memory to remember so many, and 
the way they dress, but they forgot 
the preacher’s subject and text. Any- 
way, they thought he never would 
hush. em 

The priest and Levite in Luke 10 
didn’t help the poor, wounded man, 
because they were nothing but spec- 
tators. It’s sad but it’s true, we have 
entirely too many spectators in God’s 
work these days. Folks, let’s check 
up on ourselves, and if we are going 
to be a spectator, let’s be a good one; 
otherwise we will be a black speck 
to God and in the end a castaway. 

Second is the commentator. He’s 
the fellow who has been everywhere 
and knows everything. Many of them 
throw their tongues in gear and their 
brains out of gear, and here they 
go, speaking great swelling words of 
vanity, foaming out their own shame. 
It’s so sad to think of big men every- 
where trying to get us out of our 
trouble with big speeches. I am like 
Job (in one way), Job 16:2, “Shall vain 
words have an end?” When will these 
long, empty speeches cease? Listen, my 
good brother preacher, let’s check up 
closely on ourselves, for I have learned 
that folk had rather see a sermon 
than hear it. Franklin said, “None 
preaches better than the ant, and he 
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never says a word.” James warns us 
against the desire to teach, or preach, 
knowing we subject ourselves to great 
danger by having to talk very much. 
It’s easy for a commentator to become 
a common “tator.” Someone said, “Si- 
lence is a precious jewel for women to 
wear, but they seldom wear it.” But 
I say silence is a good ornament for 
man and woman (of course, there is a 
time to speak, if we can speak the 
truth in love). “A fool uttereth all his 
mind: but a wise man keepeth it in 
till afterwards.” It’s deplorable, the 
many good sermons that are ruined 
by the preacher repeating and keeping 
on and on commenting and letting 
everybody know he knows everything 
but how to hush. So it is with some 


of our good laity: when there is a won- 
derful spirit for a testimony service, 
they just won’t hush till the good 
spirit is all gone, and some folk have 
their heads down. Afterward it seems 
like a thick, cold, and damp fog has 
filled the building. Again I ask with 
Job, “When will vain words have an 
end?” 

Low blood is bad, but not as bad as 
loquacity. Loquacity is a disease that 
makes the chin and mouth intensive- 
ly active.

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Jesus said, “Were there not ten 
cleansed? but where are the nine? 
There are not found that returned 


to give glory to God, save this 


stranger,” Luke 17:17, 18. 


We would not be able to give the 
ratio, or percentage, of people today 
who do not return to glorify God for 
all His benefits to them, or even a 
part of them. 

In this scripture, only one out of 
ten showed any gratitude for their 
deliverance from this dreadful and 
deadly disease, and he was called a 
stranger. Matthew Henry says it 
seems this one was a Samaritan, 
whereas the others were Jews. The 
Samaritans were separatists from the 
Jewish church and had not the pure 
knowledge and worship of God among 
them that the Jews had, and yet it 
was one of them who glorified God, 
when the Jews forgot, or refused, to 
show their gratitude to Jesus. 


Why the others did not return to 
give glory to God, we do not know. 
We could only suppose. Maybe, as peo- 
ple today, some did not return be- 
cause they were too much engrossed 
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in other things, they had no time; 
others possibly felt they were en- 
titled to the cleansing, it was owing 
to them, they were Jews, and maybe 
it was not their fault that they were 
lepers. 

Some people feel the world owes 
them a living whether they work or 
not. Others feel that since they 
worked for what they have, why 
should they thank God for it? He did 
not give it to them. “I work hard 
for what I get and it is mine,” said 
one man, when asked why he did not 
give thanks. 

The rich farmer mentioned in the 
Bible should cause us to think. He 
said he had plenty, he would pull 
down his barns and build others, and 
feed his soul on temporal things. He 
gave no thanks to God, no glory to 
the One who had furnished the sea- 
sons and the health that he might 
have strength to harvest a bumper 
crop; but the egotistical feeling that 
dominated his entire being is what 
received recognition. I fear many to- 
day are as poor in their returns to 
God for what He has done for them.

past, pause for a few moments and 
count your blessings. Multitudes who 
have been converted, or delivered 
from dreadful diseases, or had narrow 
escapes from death, having been de- 
livered from the clutches of the dread- 
ful foe, having a reasonable portion 
of health, a normal brain, not men- 
tally unbalanced, a body not de- 
formed, and having the necessities of 
life, yet remder no thanksgiving at 
mealtime, bedtime, or arising time. 


“All to him I owe,” said the poet. 
Thanksgiving out of a heart of grati- 
tude is the only true thanksgiving. 
Just recently we saw a picture of a 
man kneeling and giving thanks for 
the rain that was falling. He had 
fought the fires in the New England 
forests for days, until he was almost 
exhausted. Many lives had been lost, 
end millions of dollars worth of prop- 
erty had been destroyed. He remem- 
bered the struggle, the heat, the dan- 
ger, the loss, the sad hearts, his help- 
lessness, and, no doubt, prayed as he 
struggled and fought the flames, then 
when the rain began falling his heart 
wes so full of gratitude it was no 
trouble to get the knees to bow in 
a true thanksgiving. 


We would do well to remember the 
former years, when our country was 
reverberating with the sound of war 
in the news casts on the radio, the 
droves of airplanes in the air, and 
the sturdy rumble of the _ tanks, 
trucks, and guns. transferring from 
one camp to another; the continual 
flash of the helmets and uniforms; 
also the tramp of the boots in train- 
ing, the glaring headlines of devasta- 
tion and loss of life. the tenseness 
felt for fear of an attack or bad news; 
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when millions lost their lives, others 
starving and freezing; when the 
droughts and the grassMdppers invaded 
the grain belts; when disease epi- 
demics spread rampant as the chol- 


era spread in Egypt. Yes, we would 
do well to remember, and give glory 
to God, as this is a solvent nation, 
abounding with food, industry, and 
opportunity. 

A little farther we go into our in- 
ventory, and we find in free America 
freedom of speech, of the press, of 
religion, of enterprise, and a right to 
live decent as respectable citizens, 
with our rights respected. Also, we are 
protected; we have no concentration 
camps, no Gestapo, no headsman’s 
ax, and no iron curtains.

Text: 2 Cor. 13:5, “Examine your- 
selves, whether ye be in the faith; 
prove your own selves. Know ye not 
your own selves, how that Jesus Christ 
is in you, except ye be reprobates?” 

If there was ever a time we should 
take inventory of our experience, it’ is 
now. We hear Paul say, “Giving no of- 
fence in any thing, that the ministry 
be not blamed,” 2 Cor. 6:3. We surely 
should be careful that we not only 
represent, or present, a clean minis- 
try, but that we, the laity, help to 
present the Church of God as a pure 
and a holy church. 

“We art troubled on every side, yet 
not distressed; we are perplexed, but 
not in despair; persecuted, but not 
forsaken; cast down, but not de- 
stroyed,” so, brother, it is your and 
my duty to prove the power of God in 
every experience of our lives. We hear 
sO many people say, “I would like to 
do right, but—but—.”

We 
should also examine ourselves in af- 
flictions, in necessities, in distresses, in 
stripes, in imprisonments, in tumults, 
in labors, etc. My brother, it is so won- 
derful to be able to prove to the world 
we have all these experiences in our 
lives. 

When a ship is to take a trip across 
the ocean, it is carefully examined and 
inspected to see if it is in good condi- 
tion to make the trip. So we should 
make sure we are qualified for the 
judgment. Paul says, “If we live in the 
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Spirit, let us also walk in the Spirit,” 
Gal. 5:25. He also says, “For ye are 
dead, and your life is hid with Christ 
in God,” Col. 3:3. We must be dead to 
the world, to self, and the carnal mind. 
David said, “Blessed is the man that 
walketh not in the counsel of the un- 
godly, nor standeth in the way of sin- 
ners, nor sitteth in the seat of the 
scornful. But his delight is in the law 
of the Lord; and in his law doth he 
meditate day and night,” Psa. 1:1, 2. 
Isa. 26:3, “Thou wilt keep him in per- 
fect peace, whose mind is stayed on 
thee: because he trusteth in thee.” So 
when each day is past, we ought to ex- 
amine our lives for the day and see if 
all we did was pleasing to the Lord 
and a blessing to all we met.

essence stands in their way, the actual col- 
lectivists would not go to such lengths to 
eradicate religion among their subjects. 
They would not, amidst all the immediate 
difficulties which confront them, find it 
necessary to strike at the practice of re- 
ligion. But they do. Collectivist regimes 
are always profoundly irreligious, for re- 
ligious experience entails the recognition 
of an inviolable essence in men; it culti- 
vates a self-respect and a seif-reliance, 
which tend at some point to resist the total 
subjection of the individual to any earthly 
power. By the religious experience the hum- 
blest communicant is led into the pres- 
ence of a power so much greater than his 
master’s that the distinctions of this world 
are of little importance. So it is no accident 
that the only open challenge to the totali- 
tarian state has come from men of deep 
religious faith, for in their faith they are 
vindicated as immortal souls, and from this 
enhancement of their dignity they find the 
reason why they must offer a perpetual 
challenge to the dominion of men over men, 


It must always be the ambition of the 
despot to destroy religion if he cannct ex- 
ploit it as an instrument of his power. In 
the great disputes between Ghibelline and 
Guelph, as in the religious controversies in 
Russia and Italy and Germany, the imme- 
diate issue has often seemed to be whether 
the clergy should rule the politicians or 
the politicians should rule the. clergy. 
Though the issue is obscured where minis- 
ters of religion are themselves worldlings 
greedy for power and wealth, the under- 
lying issue has always been whether re- 
ligious experience should be subservient to 
or should be allowed to correct secular 
purposes. In the powerful national col- 
lectivist states of our time, the sins of the 
clergy have been a pretext, seized upon by 
the collectivists in their determination to 
stamp out the ultimate resistance of the 
human soul. The real reason for the irre- 
ligion of fascists and communists is that 
religion cultivates a respect for men as 
men. Against that respect the totalitarian 
state cannot long prevail. That is why, 
though all the so-cailed class enemies had 
been cowed or exterminated in Russia, 
though the democrats, socialists, pacifists, 
had been beaten, exiled, or put in Italian 
and German concentration camps, the dic- 
tators, for what looked like no goed reason 
at all, went on to attack the churches and 
the religious life. They were well-advised. 
They are not stupid men. They have ap- 
praised the religious life correctly when 
they have seen in it the source of the in- 
fection, or, as we should call it, the source 
of the inspiration, that makes men secure 
in their manhood, rejects the pretensions 
of their masters, invests the human per- 
sonality with infinite dignity and untold 
promise. They have seen truly that the 
religious experience must forever raise up 
new enemies of the totalitarian state, for 
in that experience the convictions which 
the dictators must crush are bred and con- 
tinually renewed.! 

Collectivism in any form—fascist, 


communist, or planned economy—is

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intrinsically and necessarily authori- 
tarian. A few must be given the power 
to plan for the many; and the ac- 
cumulation of political power to any 
individual or group is invariably fatal 
to the general welfare. Collectivism 
is likewise always anti-religious, be- 
cause it must somewhere deny the 
intrinsic worth of the human soul, 
and make him a serf to others. Autoc- 
racy will return us to the Dark Ages. 
It is no lamp of freedom.
